SENATORS HOLDING A 
SESSION AT ARDMORE 


^ Ardmore, I. T., Nov. 22.-Citizens of 
this section of Indian Territory are un­ 
equivocally in favor of the removal of 
restrictions on the alienated lands of 
the Territory and in its official inquiry 
into the affairs of this country yes­ 
terday the senate committee gave deep 
considerations to those questions that 
are deemed material to the country’s 
prosperity in a legislative way. The 
visiting senators arrived in Ardmore 
^yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock over 
the Rock Island. 
Shortly after their arrival the senate 
committee got down to business in Elks' 
Hall, where a large number of citizens 
and Indians had gathered to offer sug­ 
gestions and complaints in connection 
with the investigation of the present 
condition of affairs in Indian Territory. 
The testimony related chiefly to a dis­ 
cussion of the land situation and the 
matter of leases and the appointment 
of guardians of minor children. These 
matters were inquired into carefully 
a ad rehashed at length in an endeavor 
to secure facts. In his preliminary 
atetement to the citizens, Senator Clark 
of Wyoming said he wanted such infor­ 
mation that would serve the purpose of 
the committee in forming the basis of 
needed legislation. 
Hon. W. B. Johnson, former district 
attorney of the Southern District, was 
^he first person to appear and he read 
a lengthy manuscript which embodied 
various suggestions as to what was 
desired. He was subjected to an ex­ 
amination by the committee and he dis­ 
cussed in detail the condition and gave 
his opinion on many matters of interest. 
At the night session of the hearing 
before the senate committee, the Farm­ 
ers’ Union, an organization claiming a 
large, membership, presented a petition 
with a plea ior the removal of restric­ 


tions on Indian lands, and it w*as con­ 
tended that such legislation would de­ 
velop the country and induce immigra­ 
tion and in a great measure solve the 
land problem. 


NEW TRIAL FOR MULHALL 


Wild West ^hooter Has Another Chance 
For Liberty 
Jefferson City, No. 22-Zack Mul­ 
hall, the Oklahoma cattleman, is to 
have a new trial. 
He was convicted 
of killing a by-stander while making a 
“gun play” on the Pike at the St Louis 
World’s fair. A St Louis court senten­ 
ced him to three years in the peniten­ 
tiary. The case was appealed and the 
state supreme court has reversed it 
and remanded it for a new trial. 
The shooting which got Mulhall into 
trouble was in front of the Cummings 
Wild West show on the Pike, June 17, 
1904. Frank Reed, a hostler in the 
employ of the show, aroused Mulhall’s 
anger by riding a horse which Mulhall 
did not want him to ride. 
After 
quarrel Mulhall, it is said, drew his re­ 
volver. In a struggle with another em­ 
ployee named Murray, win* interfered, 
it was discharged and Murray was 
wounded. Mulhall then fired severa 
shots and Reed and Earnest Morgan 
a St Louis boy who ran up to see the 
fight were wounded. Reed and Murray 
recovered, but Morgan’s wound was 
fatal. 
Miss Lucile Mulhall, who is said to 
be the best woman rope thrower in 
the territories, was with Mulhall at the 
time of the shooting and was a wit 
ness for him at the trial.

He conten­ 
ded that the constitution of the United 
States could be in no just sense the 
highest and paramount law of the state 
of Oklahoma; that under a dual form 
of government there are two spheres 
in which the federal government and 
the state government operated; that in 
its sphere the federal government was 
paramount, but within the domain of 
state authority state governmeut was 
paramount. 
The matter was finally referred to a 
committee to make the proper correct­ 
ion and conform to the federal require­ 
ment. This committee reported this 
substitute: 
“That the delegates of the prososed 
state 
of 
Oklahoma, assembled in 
Guthrie, capital of O klahoma territory, 
do declare on behalf of the people of 
the said proposed state that they do 
adopt the constitution of the United 
States. ’ ’ 
Mr. Baker who was a member of the 
committee, assented and the convent­ 
ion’s first official act in building a state 
constitution was adopted without a dis­ 
senting voice.

- President 
Roosevelt yesterday journeyed in an 
automobile over tne famous military 
road from Ponce to San Juan and was 
accorded in ovation by the people of 
Porto Rico. 
The eighty*mile trip was 
made in six hours and thirty minutes, 
counting the time taken up by stops at 
the principal towns along the route, 
where the president made short speeches 
to the people. The president in all his 
•peeches dwelt on the affection he had 
for the people of Porto Rico and told 
them he would use every effort to se­ 
cure citizenship for them, that his ef­ 
forts would be unceasing to help them 
along the path of true representative 
government. 
At the city hall at Ponce an address 
of welcome was read to the president. 
He delivered his reply from a balcony, 
addressing the largest crowd that ever 
assembled in Pence. 
The president in part said: 
“ I shall use every effort to secure 
citizenship for Porto Rico. I am con­ 
fident that it will come in the end and 
that all I can personally do to hasten 
the matter I will do.

BISHOP TIGERT DEAU 


Distinguished Methodist Divine Passes 
Away At Tulsa

James Tigert of the Methodist Episco­ 
pal church, south, whose official resi­ 
dence was at Louisville, Ky., died yes­ 
terday morning of phlegmanous pharan- 
gitis at his room in the Brady Hotel in 
this city.

THE MORNING TRAIN

Fried sausage or force meat balls 
for roast turkey, capon or fowl. 
kennel for mackerel and salmon, 
either fresh or pickled. 
Lobster coral and parsley for bolled 
fish. 


Currant jelly for game, also for 
custard or bread pudding. 
Seville oranges, in slices, for wild 
duck, pigeons, teal and such game. 
Mint either with or without parsley, 
for roast lamb, whether hot or cold. 
Pickled gherkins, capons or onions 
for some boiled meats, stews, etc. 
A red pepper or small red apple 
for the mouth of a roast pig. 
Sliced eggs, showing the white and 
yellow parts, for chicken salad. 
Spots of red and black pepper, al­ 
ternated. on the fat side of a boiled 
ham. which side should lie uppernu st 
on the serving dish. 


It is well known that the average 
milker gets less milk than he who 
does a thorough job. that incomplete 
milking means not only direct but in­ 
direct loss, not only 
an immediate 
lessening of the fat yield, but tends 
toward drying the cow. 
A Danish 
scientist has recently developed a spe­ 
cial system of udder manipulation, a 
sort of massage 
of 
the 
mammary 
gland, as it were, which it is claimed 
augments the 
flow. 
The Hegelund 
method, as it is called, involves three 
manipulations, each thrice repeated or 
until no more milk is obtained. First, 
the pressure of the quarter on each 
side against each other thrice repeat­ 
ed, followed by removal of the milk; 
second, the pressure of the glands to­ 
gether on each side, the fore quarter 
being first manipulated and then the 
hindquarters, followed by removal of 
the milk; and third, the forequarters 
are pressed between hand and body, 
the hands holding the teats loosely, 
then the hind quarters also, followed 
by milking. 
Trials of the scheme made at the 
Wisconsin and New York stations af­ 
forded a daily average increase per 
cow of a pound of milk 
and 
two 
ounces of lint ter. The after milk was 
very rich in fat, testing above ten 
per cent. 
This after milking takes 
not to exceed five 
minutes’ 
time, 
often only two or three minutes. 
The 
two ounces of butter may be held at 
a low estimate to be worth two cents. 
This would lie a fair pay for five min­ 
utes’ work, 24 cents an hour, and the 
skim milk thrown in. 
Not only is 
more milk and butter made, but the 
secretion is stimulated and the lac­ 
tation period prolonged. 
It may be 
remarked, however, that the differ­ 
ence in milk and butter yields be­ 
tween this method and careful strip­ 
ping are not 
great. 
This 
Danish 
method emphasizes 
more 
perhaps 
than has hitherto been done, the act­ 
ual and potential losses due to incom­ 
plete milking.

The fact is that timothy 
hay is a very poor kind of feed for 
dairy cows unless some protein ele­ 
ment is fed with it. 
Shorts 
and 
bran are both good to

leguminous plant is rich in nitrogen. 
which %is the base of protein. 
Such 
meals as those from peas, soy beans
